SCHOOL REPORT. 


“Another year is ended, 
Vanished in the surge of time.” 


In accordance with the time honored custom, the 
School Committee hereby submit their annual report 
to the Town of Chester. 

While the year which has just drawn to a close 
has not been as fruitful of results as we could have 
wished, at the same time it has imposed upon the 
Committee an unusual amount of hard work. 

The schools have been very much broken on ac- 
count of the influenza, some having to close down 
twice; thereby the program of the school term has 
been seriously disorganized, for no pupil takes up 
his or her work with same zest or seriousness of pur- 
pose. | 

Also the present demands of industry are a temp- 
tation to the boys and girls who should be at school, 
where boys once sought places, the places now are 
seeking the boys. | 

In the midst of new industrial activities, going 
to school seems rather tame to the growing boy. 
Higher prices for life’s necessities make earning 
money almost imperative for many boys and girls, 
who are of the sort to make the most of school and 
its opportunities. American families in many cases 
find it difficult to sacrifice the present for the future. 

The past year many more boys than usual have 


B18) 

been drawn from the schools to the shops and other 
branches of work, thus shutting a door behind them- ; 
selves that will never re-open. Whenever a boy has a 
real choice between education and work he should 
stick to education. Both he and his country will be 
better off if he learns all he can now; the demand of 
the future is always for the one who knows how, and 
knows why. 

As the war has been uppermost in men’s minds 
the past year, it seems fitting that a school report 
should deal somewhat with what the schools have 
done to help win the war. 

It would be impossible for any institution not to 
be affected by the war, and it has been possible with- 
out injury to the schools to make them a factor in 
winning the war. 

In general the teachers have made use of the 
stimulus given by the war, to make the school work 
more real and vivid and to develop a keen sense of 
patriotism and loyalty to our democratic institutions. 
The increased attention to current events has made 
pupils and teachers alive to the fact that. history is 
being made every day. 

No subject has escaped the stimulus given by the 
war; the subjects for English composition and de- 
clamation have been suggested by such activities as 
“Liberty Loans,” “War Saving Stamps,” and “Red 
Cross” drives. In many ways the schools have been 
able to take an active part in helping to win the war; 
they have served as channels of publicity for spread- 
ing information for the government on food conser- 
vation. 

In organizing rival thrift stamp clubs in the 
schools, also in the movement for food production 
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and conservation, the boys and girls have taken an 
active part, caring for gardens during the summer; 
raising an approximate of seven hundred dollars’ 
worth of produce. The result of all these influences 
has been a freshness, vividness and reality in the 
study of subjects which shouid lead to a more thor- 
ough and inielligent understanding. 

We can hardly close without speaking of the 
school drama, some may realize more than the com- 
mittee, the undue amount of time spent by many 
schools, especially in small towns, on dramas, con- 
certs, and other extraneous matters; we know by ex 
perience that the majority of pupils engaged therein, 
cannot help being diverted from their studies. The 
schools exist, not for exhibition purposes, but for hara, 
steady, scholastic work, and a proper attention to. 
that leaves little time for anything else. 

As we said last year, so we are obliged to say 
this year, that there has been a constant increase in 
the cost of everything used in the schools. Our re- 
pairs cost more, our fuel costs more, our supplies cost 
more, and our teachers are asking for more pay, and 
so long as the present conditions exist, the commit- 
tee Soul recommend if anything, an increased ap- 
propriation by the town in order to keep up the stan- 


dard of the schools as they have been maintained in 
the past.
